To Extend Washington Street. 


There was a special meeting of the 


board of aldermen on Tuesday evening 
for tho purpose of receiving the report 
of the commission on the extension of 
Washington street, The report waa an 
Interesting ono, ihowing that agree- 
ments had been reached with somo of 
tho land-owners but 
not wilh'others. 


After receiving tho report tho board 
voted to hold a hearing on tho matter 
on December 14, and notico was ord- 
ered given to tho abutters to appear 
then If they should see HI. 


Tho report of tho commission showed 


that tolayoul tho extension of Wash- 
ington street as far ns Iho south side of 
Cypress street, fifty feet wldo, would 
necessitate the taking of 44,171 square 
feot, tho total length being 830.4 fcot. 
Tho commissioners 
had agreed with 


following owner* ns to the price to bo 
paid for their land: Thomas D. Mills, 
$3,303 for 7640 fcot at 46 cents per foot; 
Edward L. Spencer, $1,610 for 3778 
feet at 40 cents per foot; and Hiram 
Drury, $3,012 for 7630 feet at 40 cents 
por foot. 


No agreement wag reached with Mrs, 


Malcno A. Fletcher. She asks for $10,- 
000 v/hlch tho commission believed to 
bo excessive. They mado her an offer 
of $0,870.60 which sho refused to accept 
for Iho 6341 fcot of her land required, 
'and other expenses to which she would 
bo put, Including moving her resid- 
ence back, Tho commission offered 
Edward W. Kont $1,542 for tho 9855 
fcot of his land needed, at 40 cents a 
foot, but ho refused -tho offer and 
asked for JSOM.
